Actual clean-up still three to fours years away

WILMINGTON - The Olin 
Superfund site is about to 
enter a new phase of work as 
fieldwork is set to begin 
Representatives from the 
Environmental _ Protection 
Agency, the Massachusetts 
Department of 
Environmental Protection 
and Wilmington-retained con- 
sultant Geolnsight appeared 


before Selectmen Monday in 
a preview of a public meeting 
scheduled for October 19 at 
Wilmington Middles School. 
The Olin Superfund site is 
the newest site in the region, 
added in mid-2006. In July 
2007 «a settlement ~—was 
reached with Olin and other 
potentially responsible par- 
ties to determine the nature 
and extent of the contamina- 


tion at the site. 

James DiLorenzo from the 
EPA told Selectmen that 
there has never been a com- 
prehensive look at the collec- 
tion of data, and “that’s what 
Superfund does.”

for accused murderer of local woman

WILMINGTON/ANDOVER 
- The attorney for accused 
murderer Thomas Belanger, 
who allegedly stabbed a 
Wilmington therapist in 2008, 
told the Crier this week that 
he would seek an insanity 
defense for his client. 

Attorney James Krasnoo 
told the Crier that the court 
granted funds for a court- 
appointed expert to review 
Belanger’s file, a substantial 
collection of treatments and 
assessments spanning most 
of the 20-year-old’s | life. 
Belanger received some men- 
tal health services from his 
alleged victim at the time of 
the killing. 

Diruhi Mattian, 53, was 
called to the then 19-year-old 


Belanger’s home to coax him 
to relinquish a knife he 
reportedly held in his bed- 
room. According to North 
Andover police at the time, 
Belanger attacked Mattian, 
stabbing her in the torso, and 
then went to his sister's bed- 
room and slit his own throat 
in front of her. 

Mattian made it to the foyer 
outside Belanger’s basement 
apartment at Meadow View 
Condominiums at 3 Walker 
Road in North Andover and 
managed to dial 911 
Responding officers found 
Mattian lying facedown in the 
foyer and Belanger lying on 
the floor in the apartment. 
Both were transported to 
Lawrence General Hospital

Charged with sexual assault in Ipswich

Police arrested convicted sex 
offender Scott Gagnon, 51, of 
436 Rogers Road in 
Tewksbury, Monday night for 
an alleged sexual assault. 
This is not the first time that 
Gagnon has garnered Town 
Crier headlines. 

According to Ipswich Police, 
Gagnon was arrested on 
Monday, September 28, at 
approximately 6:00 p.m. on a 
charge of assault with intent 
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to rape. 

“This was the result of an 
investigation that took place 
after a woman reported to 
police that she was sexually 
assaulted while jogging along 
Plum Island Beach in the 
Town of Ipswich,” said a 


statement released by 
Ipswich Police Lt. Daniel 
Moriarty. 


Gagnon, a registered Level 3 

sex offender in the State of 
Massachusetts, was held on 
$50,000 cash bail overnight at 
the Middleton House of 
Correction. 
«The investigation was led by 
Ipswich Police Detective 
Peter Dziadose and Sergeant 
Patty Fisher of the Newbury 
Police Department, in con- 
junction with Federal U.S. 
Fish & Wildlife Officers 
assigned to Plumb Island. 

Gagnon was arraigned on 
Tuesday in Ipswich District 
Court and entered a plea of 
not guilty. Judge Allen Swan

WILMINGTON - At 26, John 
O'Brien is certainly old 


enough to be a coach for the 
UMass Lowell soccer team. 

Last month, that’s exactly 
what he was. 

But now the Wilmington res- 
ident is doing something he 
always wanted to do: Getting 
back onto the field. 

After taking a six-year hia- 
tus, O'Brien is playing 
defense for the River Hawks. 

His story is one of a kind. 
O'Brien's college career 
began back in 2001 at 
Northeastern University. He 
sat out that year as a medical 
redshirt. He then transferred 
to UMass Lowell, where he 
sat out another year. He 
played full-time in 2003, and 
helped lead the team to a 15- 
5-2 record and a Northeast-10 
Conference Tournament 
championship. 

He then made a life altering 
decision. He left college and 
enrolled in the Army, specifi- 
cally in the legendary 82nd 
Airborne. 

“I joined the Army while I 
was still in college because I 
felt that what was going on in 
the Middle East was bigger 
than any individual commit- 
ments that I had made,” 
O'Brien says. “I wanted to be 
deployed and I was fearful 
that if I waited too long I may 
miss my opportunity, 

“I chose the Army because 
it offered me all the opportu- 
nities that I was looking for. I 
chose to be in an Airborne 
unit because the idea of jump- 
ing out of airplanes and heli- 
copters was not only chal- 
lenging, but very interesting 
as well.” 

O'Brien trained in Georgia 
and South Carolina until 2006, 
when he was. deployed to 
Iraq. He knew he'd be right in 
the middle of the action. 

“The claim of the 82nd 
Airborne is that we can send 
troops anywhere in the world 
within 18 hours of receiving 
our orders,” he says. “Our 
ability to exit aircraft in large 
numbers allows us to get on

In April 2007, O’Brien and 
his unit were attacked by two 
suicide bombers in As Sadah 
at a school they were using as 
barracks. Nine of O’Brien’s 
fellow soldiers were killed in 
the attack. According to the 
Lowell Sun, it was one of the 
worst single-day attacks the 
82nd Airborne experienced 
since the Vietnam War. 

O’Brien survived that day, 
and stayed in Iraq until 
November 2007. He 
returned to 
American soil and 
was discharged 
in February of

TEWKSBURY - “We was 
happy. It was hard work, but 
we enjoyed it,” said Tom 
Sawyer in a 1975 interview 
with Bob Morris of the Town 
Crier. “It was a different class 
of people then. If a man said 
he was going to do something, 
his word was as good as 
gold.” 

This was not the Tom 
Sawyer of the Mississippi 
River, fictionalized by Mark 
‘Twain. There was no charg- 
ing someone ten cents to let 
them paint your fence. 

Thomas P. Sawyer was born 
on a 190-acre farm off Trull 
Road in North Tewksbury on 
July 1, 1897. Tewksbury was 
still a farming community 
then, and remained so well 
into the 20th Century. 

The Sawyer family moved a 
few times, and Tom lived in 
Walpole and then in Lowell. 
They returned to Tewksbury 
in 1908, at which time Tom 
returned to school. Three 
years later, he left school at 
age 14.

Under the old, Bush-era tax 
law, estate taxes were 
to disappear in 2010 and then 
come back with a vengeance - 
with a lower tax exemption - in 
2011. Probably won’t happen. 

Current thinking suggests that 
in 2010 the basic estate-tax 
exemption probably will stay at 
$3.5 million with future adjust- 
ments for inflation. The genera- 
tion-skipping and gift-tax exemp- 
tions would be set there, too. The 
top estate tax rate would stay at 
45 percent, the current rate. 

There is expected to be a big 
tax break for couples in a new 
bill. If the first-to-die doesn’t uti- 
lize the entire exemption, the 
unused amount would pass to the 
surviving spouse to be used when 
the survivor dies. This would 
greatly simplify estate tax plan- 
ning, eliminating the need for 
complicated trusts that exist 
solely to save on estate taxes. 
Also, couples would not have to 
retitle assets to equalize their 
estates.

Tom’s father, Zephia, was a 
truck farmer, selling his veg- 
etables out of a wagon. He 
would take a route out of 
Walpole, and might end up in 


“I went with him more than 
anyone because I loved hors- 
es, My father normally had 
one horse to pull a heavily 
loaded wagon. You had to be a 
good reinsman and driver to 
handle a horse like that; you 
had to use some judgment,” 
he said. 

When he was 12-years old, 
he got a job during his 
Christmas vacation with his 
father at the Boston Ice 
House at Silver Lake in 
Wilmington. Tom had the job 
of chipping away ice on the 
chute where 500-pound cakes 
of ice would slide. 

He recalled, “I made $1.50 
for a nine-hour day. That was 
a lot of money in those days.” 

Growing up in a farm fami- 
ly, Tom learned to drive hors- 
es doing chores on his 
father’s 37-acre farm off Lowe 
Street. 

“Farm boys at that time, 
everybody done what I done,” 
he said. “You had to like a 
horse, and give me a horse 
and I was in my glory.” 

Tom's knowledge of horses 
helped him when he was 14- 
years old and got a menial job 
with an ice company at 
Cristal Lake in Chelmsford. 

“A man had been handling a 
two-horse team, scraping 
snow off the ice with six or 
seven other teams. His horses 
had been stepping over the 
traces, and the reins were all 
tangled.

rotary, when one team fouled 
up, it held up all the rest. 
Finally he asked me if I could 
handle a team, and I said I 
could,” said Sawyer. “He gave 
me that team of two black 
beautiful horses. I was as big 
as Billy Be Damned driving 
that team.” 

In 1914, when Tom was 17, 
his life changed radically. 

The Burtt farm adjoined the 
Sawyers’, and his mother had 
been’ a maternal figure to 
Alice Burtt, whose parents 
had died in 1907, Her grand- 
mother owned the Burtt farm 
then. 

The Burtts were an old fam- 
ily in Tewksbury. When the 
Salem & Lowell Railroad 
came through, the crossing at 
Shawsheen Street was called 
Burtt’s Crossing. 

Tom and Alice eloped in 
1914. They took a train to 
Lowell, and then another to 
Portland, Maine. They found 
a justice of the peace, and 
Tom lied about his age. He 
was only 17, but said he was 
21. Alice was already 21. 


They took another train, 
and were home by nightfall. 
‘Tom recalled that his father 
was not particularly affected 
by the news, but that his 
mother was quite upset. 

Tom continued to work with 
teams, and helped to build the 
Shawsheen School. He was 
not legally an adult, but he 
had men working under him 
and was able to borrow 
money to buy horses and 
equipment. 

Tom worked with horses 
around Tewksbury for the 
next 20 years. After the old 
town hall was destroyed by 
fire in 1919, Tom hauled brick, 
sand and gravel from the rail- 
road siding to the construc- 
tion site of the new town hall. 
He played a similar role in 
the construction of the 
Congregational Church a few 
years later. 

In the days before school 
buses, Tom had the contract 
for bringing students to the 
Foster School by wagon. Tom 
would leave from Lowe and 
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Shawsheen streets at 8:00 
a.m. He would drive through 
the area east of Main Street 
for about 45 minutes, before 
leaving the students at the 
school. 

Winter brought on a differ- 
ent challenge. Tom would 
hitch up a two-horse sled with 
a plow on each side, and a 
chain underneath from plow 
to plow. Tom and his horses 
would break up drifts of four 
to six feet. Other teams would 
be hired for larger drifts. 

In 1918, Tom ventured into 
market gardening and dairy 
farming. He supplied milk to 
the State Hospital, 
LP. Hood & Sons, Shawsheen 
Dairies and Catherway Milk 
in Lowell until 1948. 

‘Tom bought three cows from 
Carl Pettingill in Wilmington 
to start dairying. “I got a cow 
jigger, a wagon for carrying 
three cows, and took three of 


and I was supplying 500 to 600 
quarts of milk a day, that’s 
1,100 pounds,” he said. 

Alice used to help Tom with 
his chores. “She could milk a 
cow with the best of men. I 
had a good wife, a good part- 
ner to start with. She could 
put a pair of double horses on 
a harness and know how to 
handle them as well as a 
man.” 

Tom and Alice bought the 
old Burtt homestead in 1930, 
which included 100 acres. In 
1934, Tom turned most of his 
activities to trading as a busi- 
ness. He would swap horses, 
cows, anything. His mother 
didn’t like it, and he remem-_

trade anything without being 
crooked. 

That year, there was a 
drought in western 
Massachusetts, and the feder- 
al government shipped 2,400 
cattle, which were pastured 
along the length of the 
Massachusetts coast. 

Late that year, Tom was 
hired to collect the cattle and 
bring them to Brighton for 
shipment. With six or seven 
trucks, Tom and a handful of 
men gathered all 2,400 head 
of cattle within 15 days. 

Beginning in 1940, Tom 
began shipping cattle and 
horses from Canada to 
Tewksbury, where he sold 
them in the area. In 1940, he 
shipped 40 carloads of cattle 
from Prince Edward Island to 
his farm, where he sold them. 
He kept up his importation 
activities until 1950, when foot 
and mouth disease struck and 
the Federal government 
banned further importation of 
livestock. 

During the early 1950's, Tom 
bought and sold pigs, sheep, 
goats, and “anything that had 
legs,” according to his own 
account. 

Always interested in poli- 
tics, Tom served on the 
finance board from 1921 to 
1945. He was the slaughter- 
house inspector in 1927 and 
1928, and the animal inspec- 
tor in 1928. There were 700 
cattle in town then, not count- 
ing the ones at the state hos- 
pital. 

Tom was elected road com- 
missioner in 1935, and held 
that post until 1949, “I used to 
spend every nickel as if it 
were my own,” he said. “I 
spent my own money more 
than once, too.” 

Tom served on the 
Tewksbury Planning Board 
from 1956 to 1963, and from 
1959 to 1963 was an official 
fence viewer. 

Realizing the town would 
soon be built up, Tom began 
selling his land in 1956. 
Sawyers moved to pal 
in 1963, where they started 
farming a place they had 
bought next door to his broth- 
er’s farm. He continued farm- 
ing, raising cattle and sheep 
until 1970, when he had to 
give it up to devote more time 
to his ailing wife. Tom devel- 
oped a throat tumor and

where Mattian was pro- 
nounced dead. 

Belanger was arraigned on 
a charge of murder in his hos- 
pital room the following day 
where he pleaded not guilty. 
He then underwent a 20-day 
psychiatric evaluation at 
Bridgewater State Hospital. 

Following the assessment at 
the state hospital, the 
Commonwealth’s assessment 
said Belanger is competent to 
stand trial. Krasnoo says 
being competent to stand 
trial and mounting an insani- 


ty defense are not mutually 
exclusive. 

Being competent, says 
Krasnoo, roughly means that 
the client has an understand- 
ing of what is going on in the 
trial and can aid counsel. The 
threshold for insanity is dif- 
ferent, however, and address- 
es the question of whether or 
not the defendant could 
appreciate the “rightfulness 
or wrongfulness” of the 
action at the moment of the 
incident.

sites for decades. The group 
identified a list of 200 chemi- 
cals potentially at the site, 
some very rare. 

That documentation identi- 
fies a plume of contamination 
running from the lagoons into 
the Maple Meadow Brook. 
Further, DiLorenzo remains 
concerned about two private 
wells in the Cook Avenue 
neighborhood that tested pos- 
itive for the presence of 
NDMA. The amounts detect- 
ed are tremendously small, in 
the parts per trillion. 

“There is a concern because 
it is there, but it is not yet a 
health concern,” said 
DiLorenzo who later added, 
when responding to a ques- 
tion from Selectman Michael 
Champoux, that there is con- 
cern because no chemicals 
were found in those wells in 
2005. At this point, no one is 
sure if the currently minis- 
cule presence is evidence of 
the leading edge of the plume. 

Champoux asked if the 
plume could spread in the 
months the fieldwork is tak- 


ing place. DiLorenzo estimat- 
ed that the town is about 
three to three-and-a half 
years away from beginning 
the actual clean up. One, pos- 
sibly two, rounds of fieldwork 
must be completed first, 
which includes 150 groundwa- 
ter samples and 100 soil sam- 
ples, each one testing for 200- 
or-so chemicals. 

Only recently did the par- 
ties agree on a work plan for 
the site, which governs how 
samples are collected and 
how they are analyzed. Now 
that Olin is committed to the 
fieldwork, the first phase will 
likely take between 12 to 15 
months. Olin will go forward 
to obtain soil and water test- 
ing data from the more than 
100 monitoring wells associat- 
ed with the project, but with 
the DEP, EPA, and 
Geolnsight effectively look- 
ing over Olin’s shoulder.

Wilmington, but would not 
divulge any further informa- 
tion citing policy regarding 
ongoing investigations. 

The MSPCA's Law 
Enforcement Department 
responds only to allegations 
of animal cruelty, not to 
reports of things like cats in 
trees or barking dogs, says 
Adams. A person can call the 
MSPCA directly to make an 
allegation of animal abuse or 
the unit can be referred 
through another law enforce- 
ment agency. Often the 
MSPCA will work as consul- 
tants with local law enforce- 
ment, supporting that 
agency’s investigation. 

“We are a group ‘of specially 
trained State Police officers 
that work solely for the 
MSPCA, carry a weapon, and 
can execute search war- 
rants,” said Adams. “We also 
have investigative powers for 
animal cruelty.” 

When an investigation is 
opened the officers interview 
the parties involved, ascer- 
tain the animals involved, 
and may seize animals as evi- 
dence. Owners may also sur- 
render an animal. 

“In most cases the 
animal cruelty can be solved 
by using education on the 
officer’s part and some sort 
of agreed upon outcome with- 
out pressing charges,” said 
Adams, “That’s the majority 
of the cases we deal with.” 

However, if a case warrants 


charges, the unit will bring 
those through the criminal 
justice system. Each count of 
animal cruelty is punishable 
by a fine up to $2,500 or up to 
5 years in prison. 

The MSPCA operates 
statewide with its law 
enforcement officers and 
investigates on average, 3,000 
cases annually. That figure 
does not include local law 
enforcement or other animal 
welfare organizations.

Adams did not indicate how 
long the investigation might 
take, but that cases without 
charges often take as long to

“We've been really lucky in 
Wilmington; we haven’t had 
to take much to court,” 
Sawyer told the Crier.

Town law enforcement and 
fire agencies. Since there was 
a specified time, we are 
delaying school at the high 
school by two hours tomor- 
row, Tuesday, September 29th 
to assuage any concerns,” 
said the recorded 
by Superintendent Joanne 
Benton. 

The message went on to 
indicate that busses would 
run two hours later than nor- 
mal and that the school 
would have a controlled 
entry. During a controlled 
entry students and staff must 
enter through the gymnasium 


and no backpacks or bags are 
allowed inside the building. 
Lunches are no exception and 
must be carried in a clear 
plastic bag. 

Benton spoke to the Crier 
midday Tuesday, following 
the controlled entry at 9:40 
a.m., and said it went “very 
well,” with fewer than 20 kids 
bringing backpacks to school. 
In the case of a controlled 
entry the school will hold the 
backpacks until the end of 
the day. 

The threat, scrawled in a

He made headlines in 
March of 2008 after 
‘Tewksbury resident, and par- 
ent, Andrea Green learned 
that Gagnon was working at 
the 1928 Main Street 
McDonalds restaurant in 
Tewksbury. She was upset 
that a restaurant catering to, 
and hiring, children and 
young people would hire a 
Level 3 sex offender. 

Gagnon had been hired by 
the popular eatery before the 
Sex Offender Registry Board 
(SORB) classified him as a 
Level 3 sex offender. The 
restaurant terminated his 
employment, per company 
policy, when it learned of his 
status. 

McDonald’s Vice President 
Dan Frazier wrote in a state- 
ment to the Town Crier, “The 
hiring of this individual was 
against our company policy. 
This was an unfortunate iso- 
lated oversight. The employ- 
ee who was responsible for 
hiring Mr. Gagnon no longer 
works for our company, and 
reports that any other mem- 
ber of our management team 
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had prior knowledge of this 
incident are completely 
untrue. When we became 
aware of the facts in this situ- 
ation, the individual was ter- 
minated immediately in 
accordance with our compa- 
ny policy.” - 

Gagnon filed a civil suit 
against Green, but dropped it 
Soon after. 

Information on where Level 
2 and 3 sex offenders live and 
work are posted on local 
police department websites 
as well as on the SORB web- 
site. There is no limitation to 
the dissemination of informa- 
tion about sex offenders as 
long as the information is 
obtained through legal chan- 
nels, such as the website, and 
may not be used to commit a 
crime against an offender. 

The SORB took a nearly a 
year to classify Gagnon. The 
classification process is 
rarely so protracted, Charles 
MacDonald, - a spokesperson 
for SORB - told the Crier in 
March 2008. Due to legislative 
changes, any sex offender 
convicted after December 20, 
2006 must be classified prior 
to release from prison.

MacNeill takes top billing in half marathon

It took about an hour for 
Randy MacNeill to leave his 
Epping, New Hampshire 
home and drive to 
Wilmington, Mass to partici- 
pate in the fifth annual road 
race. While it took him 
about an hour to drive, it 
only took him 1 hour, 20 min- 
utes and 26 seconds to com- 
plete the 13 mile journey and 
capture the top place finish 
during Sunday’s event. 

MacNeill, 48, outlasted 
David Corbett of Stoneham 
by two minutes as 58 run-

MacNeill was asked about 
what drove him literally 
from all the way down from 
Epping, New Hampshire to 
the. little town of 
Wilmington. 

“This was a great road 
race and it was lots of fun,” 
he said. “The half marathon 
was well-organized, and 
Wilmington is a very nice 
residential area to run in. I 
also liked how there was 
water stops at each intersec- 
tion and the overall course 
itself.” 

The race began on 
Middlesex Street right in 
front of the RMA Fitness 
Center, and went along Rte.

Moriarty Brothers 
and company, step up 
in moment of need

When senior tri-captain 
Evan Butters was standing on 
the sidelines without his 
Shoulder pads on, it was 
Gearly evident that he was 
injured and was not returning 
to the game when the second 
half resumed. So now without 
the team’s starting running 
back and safety - who has a 
combined 415 rushing and 
receiving yards with six 
touchdowns, to go along with 
his game opening 88-yard 
kick-off return score ~ the 
question remained who would 
step up for the Wildcat 
Football team? The answer - 
the entire team. 

Leading 14-7 against a phys- 
ical Lynnfigld team, junior 
quarterback Sean Hanley as 
well as the brother combina- 
tion of junior back Kevin 
Moriarty and senior captain 
and two-way lineman John 
Moriarty, led the way for the 
Wildcats in the absence of 
Butters to come away with a 
28-7 victory before the home 
crowd played Friday night at 
Alumni Stadium. 

Hanley, playing with a 
severe charley horse, com- 
pleted 6-of-9 passes for 125 
yards which included touch- 
down strikes to Brian Hurley 
and Chris Frissore, Kevin 
Moriarty ended the night 
with 105 rushing yards on 16 
caries with a touchdown, 
while his older brother John 
recovered two Lynnfield fum- 
bles, both setting up Wildcat 
touchdowns. 

“We had a great week of 
practice and we just prac- 
ticed really hard,” said sec- 
ond-year head coach Mike 
Barry. “Like I told the kids, 
when you leave (the program 
as players) you’re not going 
to remember the games, but 
you'll remember the season 
and your teammates. Evan 
(Butters) is a great player 
but we have other great play- 
@s. Sean Hanley stepped up 
and made some great throws, 
especially that one to Brian 
Hurley and then the other one

He took a bouncing 
kick-off at the Wildcat 12 yard 
line, and as soon as picked up 
the ball, he hit the quick 
seam and was gone through 
the middle of the Lynnfield 
defense and off to the end 
zone, returning the game’s 
opening kick-off 88 yards for 
the touchdown. _— Chris 
Frissore, who was another 
player who really stepped it 
up, booted his first of four 
PAT kicks making it a quick 
7-0 lead. ™ 

That quick lead became 
even bigger just 3:15 later. On 
Lynnfield’s first play from 
scrimmage, Wildcat tri-cap- 
tain Denis Gingras nailed 
quarterback Gino Cohee and 
the ball popped loose and was 
recovered by John Moriarty. 
Six plays later, facing third- 
and-one, Hanley took three 
steps back and found a wide 
open Brian Hurley in the end 
zone for a 16-yard touchdown 
strike making it 14-0 just 3:33 
into the game. 

Lynnfield strung together a 
long successful drive moving 
the ball to the Wildcat 39, but 
turned the ball over on an 
incomplete pass coming on 
fourth-and-six. Three plays 
later the Pioneers got the ball 
back after the first of three 
lost fumbles by the Wildcats. 
That gave Lynnfield the ball 
back on the 39 yard line with 
1:15 left in the first quarter. 
Seven plays later, Lynnfield 
got on the scoreboard as 
Cohee went up the middle on 
an ll-yard run, and the con- 
version kick was good and the 
lead was cut in half at 14-7. 

Wilmington had chances to 
expand on its lead before the 
halftime break but Hanley 
was sacked on fourth down at 
the Lynnfield 20, and then the 
Wildcats fumbled again just 
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inside midfield with under 
three minutes to go. Neither 
team could get much going on 
a final drive of the half, and 
the Wildcats had the 147 
lead. 

“We went into halftime and 
we said ‘guys we have a game 
and this is a game, and don’t 
back away go get it because 
this is fun’. The kids made it 
fun and they got after it,” 
said Barry. 

Without Butters, the third 
quarter started out very slop- 
py for Wilmington - well both 
teams actually. The teams 
exchanged turnovers, with 
Hanley coming up with his 
own interception on a Cohee 
pass, but’ after punting the 
ball, the Wildcats got the ball 
back two plays later when 
John Moriarty pounced on 
his second fumble recovery. 
That put the ball on the 
Lynnfield 33. From there it 
took just 2:12 before the 
Wildcats found the end zone 
again with Hanley complet- 
ing a 9-yard pass to Frissore, 
pushing the lead to two scores 
at 21-7. 

Amazingly, through three 
games, Hanley has completed 
71 percent of his passes, 20- 
for-28, for 345 yards with five 
touchdowns and just one 
interception. 

After Lynnfield turned the 
ball over again on downs, 
Wilmington took over on its 
own 41 with 2:26 to go in the 
third. Kevin Moriarty took all 
but one carry in the drive for 
a combined 19 yards, includ- 
ing his 7 yard touchdown run 
which was set up by a 40-yard 
pass from Hanley to Hurley. 
Moriarty’s score and 
Frissore’s kick made it 28-7 
on the final play of the third 
quarter and that’s how the 
game’s scoring ended. 

“Kevin (Moriarty) was. a 
good player for us last year 
and he saw a lot of time and 
he plays fullback and tailback 
for us and when he’s on, he’s 
on,” said Barry. “And John 
(Moriarty) has been a great 
leader all season. You don't 
see it a lot but in the locker

The place sparkles and 
shines like a freshly buffed-up 
pair of new shoes on Easter 
Sunday.

Wilmington’s Public 
Buildings Department and 
Superintendent George 
Hooper to help put the prover- 
bial cherry on top of this 
unexpected sports’ sundae. 
“It was an insurance job at 
first. We ripped out the floor 
at that end of the gym and 
had to replace it with new 
hardwood. Then we had to 
sand the entire floor,” said 
Harrison as he gave a proud- 
as-a-new-papa tour of the 
place. “We changed a few of 
the colors and put down some 
new lines. It came out beauti- 
ful. It’s great for the kids 
coming in to a gym class. 


There were sections of the 
gym that were kind of dark. 
It’s so nice and bright now.” 
Let there be some light to go 
with that new gymnasium 
floor. Enter Mr. Hooper and 
his department’s help so 
everyone could get a good 
look at that final glossy coat. 
Let’s just say that some peo- 
ple stepped up and finished a 
nice job for the young people, 
their parents, fans and coach- 
es. 


“New lines were put down 
for the courts and the play 
area, then several coats of 
finish, so it looks like a new 
floor,” says Hooper. Now, 
here’s where that extra time 
and effort comes in. 

“Our public _ buildings 

it worked with the 
school department and the 
RMLD, which offers an ener- 
gy efficient program to 
replace the existing one-thou- 
sand watt mercury vapor 
lighting system with new, 
energy-efficient T-5 fluores- 
cent lights. This system 
improves the light quality and 
doubles the light input. This 
brings the light levels up to 
the appropriate standard for 


the gymnasium and will save 
the town $6,000 annually, The 


Department through a pro- 
gram to increase the energy 
efficiency in all of our schools 
and town buildings.” 

The bleachers are still 
Wildcat Blue and are the 
same stands the fans have 
come to recognize for the lack 
of give and take when it 
comes to sitting through any 
game. They are hard and they 
are now just a bit older than 
the rest of the place. But, they 
will be the next to be replaced 
when the next WHS’ project 
finally takes off. 

Even when that new 
Wilmington High School is 
built, or the existing building 
is renovated, this gymnasium 
is here to stay. And, don’t you 
dare take to that new floor 
minus some sneakers, or if 
you're a non-player, some new 
white socks and a head-on-a 
swivel. When Harrison 
patrols his school’s new gym 
digs when the annual 
Christmas Basketball 
Tourney rolls around, take 
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note- the veteran AD with the 
mustache and near-perfect 
eyesight will be watching you. 
Have pride, but take care. 
This new floor was meant to 
infuse some enthusiasm with 
an eye toward a very bright 
future for Wilmington High 
School sports. 

“There are some other 
things that we need to work 
on, but it is definitely an 
improvement,” says Harrison. 
The place was nice to begin 
with, compared to some other 
gymnasiums where 
Wilmington High School plays 
its’ games. Now, it’s spectacu- 
lar. Look closely at that floor 
and you can see a reflection 
that says all you need to know 
about Wilmington High 
School pride. A town that 
recovers this quickly from an 
untimely accident really has 
something to boast about. 
“We got a whole new gym out 
of this thing. It’s fantastic,” 
says Harrison. 

It sure is,

called for adding a crosswalk 
at the Woburn Parkway 
access to Horn Pond, would 
require an ADA approved 
handicapped ramp.

Another idea proposed by 
the TAC and favored by resi- 
dents: a three-way stop sign at 
Chesterford Road and Pond 
Street and one at Woodside 
Road and Pond Street.

‘Surrogates’, the new 
Bruce Willis movie that was 
partially filmed in Woburn 
and various _ locations 
around Boston, is an enter- 
taining thriller that explores 
the world of science fiction 
while warning of the pitfalls 
of falling too deep in love 
with technology. 

In the film, two FBI 
agents (played by Willis and 
Radha Mitchell) investigate 
the mysterious murder of a 
college student linked to the 
man who helped create a 
high-tech surrogate phe- 
nomenon that allows people 
to purchase unflawed robot- 
ic versions of themselves - 
fit, good looking remotely 
controlled machines that 
ultimately assume their life 
roles - enabling people to 
experience life vicariously 
from the comfort and safety 
of their own homes. 

The murder spawns a 
quest for answers, because 
in a world of characters and 
costumes, who’s real and 


who can you trust? 

, The film paints a pretty 
future, at least on the 
facade, vfull of stylistic col- 
ors and shapes, but humans 
are caged in their own 
homes (of their own voli- 
tion), experiencing _ life 
through robots (the surro- 
gates of the title). 

The film has a lot of fun 
with Willis’ character - he 
looks very waxy at the start, 
but this is just his surrogate. 
The real Willis emerges 
later, bald and grizzled, 
prompting one character to 
utter the line, "you look ter- 
rible". As is the style in a 
Willis action movie, he looks 
even more battered and 
bruised by film’s end after 
causing the customary may- 
hem, 

Even though the plot is 
wrapped up a little too neat- 
ly in the énd, the film con- 
tains enough stylish visuals 
and energy to guarantee it's 
never dull.

Soderbergh’s film may 
bill itself as a comedy, but 
it’s really a character study, 
and what a character 
Damon plays. 

Based on a non-fiction 
book, Damon stars as Mark 
Whitacre, an overweight, 
hairpatch-wearing top-level 
executive for Archer 
Daniels Midland in the 
early 1990s, right before the 
proverbial dung hit the fan 
blades.
